stny-sail set breaking them out as she 
crossed. 
The Columbia broke her big 


balloon top-sail 
and 
spinnaker. 
The 


course was fifteen miles to the leeward 
nnd a turn down the Jersey shore. 


Shamrock did not set her spinnaker un- 


til five minutes after crossing the line 
during which time the Columbia pulled 
\ip somewhat on her. 
When that went 


up, however, siie began drawing away 
and at 11:21 led the Columbia by 200 
yards.

.WASHINGTON, v-ct. 3.—Dewey left 


McLnne's residence for the capital at ten 
to receive the sword of honor voted him 
by congress. Ho emerged from the house 
with Chairman Moses of the local recep- 
tion committee, nnd took two scats u. 
tin; carriage. When the admiral appear- 
ed he was resplendent in heavy epaulettes 
and 
gold lace. Great throngs in 
the 


streets' broke out into a long and loud 
burst of applause. He was .accompanied 
by an escort of police and committeemen 
headed by the marine band.- . 


The adr.iiral drove to. the white house 


through cheering crowds. Reaching the 
portico the admiral alighted and was 
shown into 'the white room, where he 
was met by the president and members of 
the cabinet. 
Only a few. minutes elapsed 


before, the admiral -reappeared with the 
president nnd took seats., in the white 
house carriage and members of the cabi- 


net; followed in carriages. 
*• 


The' carriages swept -briFk>tJnto -Ponn- 


svlvimJa .avenue,- there'.'wos- a .blare, of 
bugle, commands, clash of bands and the 
great procession started. It was a mag- 
nificent and inspiring sight as the parade 
swung into the hnmboine thoroughfares 
Tn rough Broad street the marching hosts 
moved between solid walls of enthusias- 
tic, shouting and gesticulating human- 
ity honked solidly from the curbs, rising 
tier on tier on every conceivable kind of 
structure, to the crowded roofs and win- 
dows, while above, below and all about 
fluttered flags, bunting nnd LVwey em- 
blems. 


At tho hend of the line rode Miles, com- 


manding general of the army in the fill 
uniform of his runic with a yellow field 
marshal sash from shoulder to hip. JJo 
was astride, of a superb gray horse richly 
caparisoned. Back of him was rank after 
rank of military aides, all officers of high 
rank. 
Following them came every cles- 


cribable kind of soldier, sailor ar.d ma- 
rine, mounted and afoot, infantry, artil- 
Icrv, cavalry, jnekies from the Raleigh 
and other warships, battery after bat- 
tery of light artillery,- mammoth eight 
inch siege guns of the Seventh artillery. 
Then the crimson trappings of artillery 
changed to the yellow of cavalry as the 
troopers rode 
by. Then Dcwey. All 


that had gone was but a brilliant prelude 
to the coming of the man of Manila rid- 
ing with the president on the way to the 
capitol to receive the nation's tribute. 
JlcKinley raised his hat only occasion- 
ally, leaving the admiral to acknowledge 
the plaudits of the multitudes by lifting 
his chapcnn. 


From end to end the avenue rang with 


deafening cheers, (lugs and handkerchiefs 
waved 
madly. Following the

Lest than when that morning bearing the 
fate and honor of your country in your 
iand a thousand miles from home with 
every foreign port in the world shut to 
you: nothing between yon and annihila- 
tion but the t'bin sweating of your ships, 
your cannon and your devoted officers 
uul men, you moved upon the enemy; 
lotteries on shore and sea with unP.ineh- 
ing faith and nerve, and, before the sun 
n-as half way up ill the heavens had si- 
!imcod the guns of the foe, and sunk the 
hostile fleet, demonstrated the supremacy 


•>f the American sea povrcr and trans- 
ferred to the United States the Empire 
of the islands of the Pacific. 


Later by your display of large powers

administrating, by your poise 
and 


pnidcncd antl by your great discretion, 
not only in acknowledgement but also 
in a word which is almost more impor- 
tant proved yourself the great represen- 
tative citizen of the United States, as 
well as now you are its great naval hero. 
Yet man}' of your countrymen feel that 
in time to come may be your still greater 
honor thnt you struck the first blow, un-

which make the great empire of tho sea; 
in relieving them from the bondage and 
oppression of centuries and putting them

try and all the people give you an affec- 
tionate welcome in which I join with all 
my heart.

victory has exalted 


American valor and extended American 
authority. 
There is no flaw in 
your

The president handed the admiral the

with the regiment, was promoted to the

firing line during many engagements, and 
possesses nil the quulilieations of a good 
soldier. 
When he landed on the islands 


he was in perfect health weighing IliO 
pounds, but now only tips the scales at 
130 but feels well. 


He has received excellent recommenda- 


tions from different army officers and will 
in all probability receive the appointment 
as chief steward with tho Twenty-fourth 
volunteer cavalry now being organized in 
the Philippine islands. 


While having a few spare moments lie 


put his time to good advantage by writ- 
ing the following interesting story first 
published in the "Freedom," a paper is- 
gucd at Manila by Americans. 


Till-: BLACK 1,1 LY. 


Pedro Stcvano was a native of New 


Mexico. His in.bher was a Spaniard, but 
had left Spain when a child, and Pedro 
the son hove evidence of his father's na- 
tivity. 
He was black haired, and dark, 


very dark skinned, and spoke Spanish 
with all the fluency of a Spanish scholar. 
In appearance he was strikingly a Spani-

ever lived/and when President MeKinlcy

The CoimnltU-e'M Hcliort. 


The report wn.- the first business of the 


conference yesterday, and its reading by 
Rev. James Clumn of Sheboygan. former- 
ly of Sherman Street church, Milwaukee, 
was preeted with tumultuous applause. 
The report as read is as follows: 


"That wo favor our delegates to the 


next general conference, voting fur the 
seating of provisional delegates. 


"That we memorialize the general con- 


. forence. 


"First—To elect the bishops for a term 


' of four or eight years nnd that they shall 
be assigned to the same field of labor for 
n term of four successive years. 


'•Second—To provide for the election of 


prosidir" cMers by the annual conference. 


••Third—To remove the time-limit of 


tho pastorate. 


"Fourth—To reduce tho number of Ad- 


vocates (church papers) or provide some 
plan by which they may be made to pay; 
and furthermore we arc- opposed to subsi- 
dizing any paper, excepting tho South- 
western Christian Advocate, to the det- 
riment of the, conference claimant fund. 


"Fifth—That the stewards and trustees 


be elected by 
the 
members 
of 
the 


churches." 


It was not, however, until Mr. Churm 


had read Hie report for the second time 
that the majority fully grasped tho entire 
purport of the report and it astounded 
the more, conservative members, particu- 
larly the older mon.

Rev. 
Stephen Smith was the first to 


secure the lloor and moved that the re- 
port be taken up piecemeal and without 
dubate. 


Dr. Bullock followed in a fiery speech. 


Ho believed he was opposed to instructing 
delegates. He believed in electing men 
with brains and ability to think and net 
for themselves, and not children who have 
to be instructed. Dr. THillock ridiculed 
tho idea of instructing men to vote before 
it was known what they were to vote up- 
on. 


The provision in favor of scaling pro-
